Mosquito 

A pest insect that sucks blood from animals (and 
humans) and sometimes serves as a vector of 
viruses. They have a total of six needles, two 
with teeth that they use like saws to cut open 
the skin. They then use a different needle to 
find a bloodvessel and draw blood. As they 
suck blood, they inject theirown saliva, which 
contains chemicals to hinder blood coagulation 
and numb nerves. The itching caused after a 
mosquito bite is due to an allergic reaction to 
their saliva. Only female mosquitoes bite.

TRANSLATION NOTES 



White Blood Cell’s exclamation 


as he tears into the bacterium 
is an expression of macho self- 
aggrandizement that may derive 
from the words “ore da,” which are a 
particularly brash and masculine way 
of saying “it’s me!” 

However, the phrase has become 
best known for being a recurring 
catchphrase in JoJo’s Bizzarre 
Adventure, Hirohiko Araki’s long- 
running manga series, where (as it is 
here) it’s shouted during an attack, 
typically with many more than the 
three repetitions White Blood Cell 
uses here. 


Senpai and Kohai 

Page 68 

The Japanese word “senpai" roughly 
translates to “upperclassman” or 
“senior.” While it is used by students 
to refer to their older peers, it is not 
necessarily an academic term, and can 
be used to refer to anyone in a given 
situation who’s more experienced than 
the speaker but not necessarily in a 
position of authority over them, as 
opposed to a teacher or a boss, who 
would not be considered a senpai. 

“Kohai,” meanwhile, refers the the 
opposite—someone who is junior or 
less experienced. An underclassman at 
a school would be an upperclassman’s 
kohai, and a newly hired employee 
would likewise be their more 
experienced colleagues’ kohai. 

Senpai are generally obliged to look out 
for their kohai, while kohai are expected 
to respect their senpai. 
















Kohai-chan 

Page 85 

In Japanese the suffix “-chan” is a 
diminutive honorific that denotes 
affection as well as implying a certain 
degree of social seniority on the part 
of the speaker. Like most honorifics 
in Japan, it would typically be used in 
conjunction with a proper name. 

Red Blood Cell’s usage of -chan 
with the term kohai is as charmingly 
eccentric (and slightly airheaded) as 
you might expect it to be. 


Kansai dialect 

Page 109 

The transfused red blood cells 
that save the day are immediately 
identifiable as unusual because 
of their speech. Starting with the 
very first line, they use the dialect 
of the Kansai region of Western 
Japan—an area which includes 
Osaka, Kyoto, and Kobe. Kansai- 
ben, as it’s known in Japanese, 
is strongly associated with the 
heartily mercantile culture of 
Osaka, and is typically thought to 
sound earthier and jauntier than 
standard Tokyo-area Japanese.
